2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments on pages 1-2 of the remarks regarding the deficiencies of the Braginetz 
patent are persuasive. It is agreed that Braginetz does not teach one of the operating 
members being operable to retain the lock beak in the first latched position. It is further 
noted that the previously cited patents to Tucker, Wartian and Tanaka also fail to teach 
this limitation in combination with the other recited limitations such as having the hook 
engage the lock beak within the lock body. Accordingly, claims 1-26 are allowable over 
the prior art of record.
